TO  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee. 


Ladies  end  Gentlemen: 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report,  the  thirty-fifth  in  the 
series,  on  the  work  of  the  School  Medical  Department  for  the  year  1942. 

The  Board  of  Education  have  again  requested  that  reports  of  School 
Medical  Officers  should  be  as  brief  as  possible. 

Despite  the  continuing  abnormal  circumstances  inevitably  associated 
with  conditions  of  living  in  the  third  and  fourth  years  of  war,  the  physical 
and  mental  health  of  our  school  children  continued  in  the  main  to  be 
satisfactory.  In  no  case  was  the  nutritional  state  of  a child  described  as 
’’Bad",  and  no  cases  of  serious  mental  abnormality  directly  attributable  to 
war  conditions  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  staff  of  the  Department. 

The  children  who  returned  from  the  reception  areas  were  in  good  health  and 
many  had  undoubtedly  benefitted  from  their  stay  away. 

# 

There  was  some  evidence  that  Double  Sumner  Time  and  sleeping  under 
abnormal  conditions,  usually  in  shelters  in  the  home,  led  to  lack  of 
sufficient  sleep.  This  in  turn  resulted  in  son,  v ildren  displaying  symptoms 
of  nervousness  and  becoming  more  difficult  to  control.  Another  factor  in 
this  latter  connection  in  some  cases  was  undoubtedly  the  irregular  attendance 
at  school  of  a small  number  of  children.  The  number  of  juvenile  offenders 
dealt  with  by  the  Justices  was  sixty  four,  an  increase  of  twenty  five  on  the 
number  dealt  with  in  1941.  Five  of  these  offenders  were  sent  to  Approved 
Schools,  four  were  fined,  and  twenty  eight  were  bound  over. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  again  low.  Acting  on 
suggestions  contained  in  a Memorandum'  issued  jointly  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  end  Board  of  Education,  our  table  of  exclusion  per/ods  for  infectious  ,■ 
diseases  cases  and  their  contacts  was  revised  with  a view  to  reducing  to  a 
minimum  the  loss  of  school  life  always  associated  with  the  occurrence  of 
infectious  disease  in  a family. 

The  number  of  'Scabies  cases  dealt  with  showed  a slight  increase  fn 
the  numbers  dealt  with  in  1941,  skin  affections  generally  were  more  numerous, 
end  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  children  found  to  have  verminous 
heads. 

No  deaths  of  children  of  school  age  occurred  from  natural  causes, 
but  it  is  with  Much  regret  one  records  the  deaths  of  five  children,  three 
boys  and  two  girls,  from  enemy  action. 

Throughout  the  year  no  opportunity  was  lost  of  bringing  the  importance 
of  Diphtheria  Immunisation  to  the  notice  of  parents,  and  our  Return  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  at  the  end  oi1  the  year  shewed  that  79.37  per  cent  of 
children  of  school  age  had  been  immunised.

All  connected  with  the  Local  Authority’s  arrangements  for  the 
provision  of  school  milk  and  meals  deserve  to  be  congratulated  on  the 
excellence  of  the  arrangements  made  under  the  di.  icult  conditions  prevailing. 
The  increased  consumption  oi  milk  and  the  partaking  of  a well-balanced  mid-day 
meal,  which  provides  for  health,  growth,  and  energy,  by  a greatly  increased 
number  of  children,  are  undoubtedly  factors  of  the  first  importance  in 
maintaining  the  health  of  school  children  and  protecting  them  from  nutritional 
dangers  which  can  be  $.o  readily  encountered  under  war  conditions. 

At  the  time  of  writing  an  extension  of  the  arrangements  for  school 
meals  is  under  cons idj&rat ion.  The  Central  Government  calls  for  a great 
extension  of  the  service  and  suggests  that  the  aim  of  Local  Education 
Authorities  should  be  to  make  school  meals  available  for  at  least  seventy 
five  per  cent  of  the  children.  Ther>  is  little  doubt  that  the  School  Meals 
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Service  has  come  to  stair,  •‘lih  it  is  to  he  hoped  . t out  po st-war  • rrauigements  ' 
will  provide  for  at  least  each  of*  the  larger  schools  having  its  own  canteen 
arrangements , where  the  meals  service  will  be  regarded  • s part  of  toe  normal 
routine  of  school  life. 

Once  again  I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Education  Officer', 
his  staff,  and  the  teachers,  for  their  whole-hearted  co-operation  throughout 
the  year  in  all  matters  dealing  with  the  health  and  well  being  of  the  rchool 
child.  The  teachers  gave  the  Department  every  possible  assistance  in  connection 
with  the  Diphtheria  Immunisation  Campaign,  and  without  their  enthusiastic 
co-operation,  the  school  census  which  helped  so  considerably  could  not  have 
been  carried  out. 

My  own  Staff  have  again,  despite  many  additional  burdens  and  in  face 
of  many  difficulties,  carried  out  their  ju'j.y  and  varied  duties  most  loyally. 

To  you,  Mr  Chairman  and  the  Members  of  the  Education  Committee,  I 
wish  to  express  my  appreciation  and  thanks  for  your  support  of  and  continued 
interest  in  the  work  of  the  Department.

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  the  names  of  some  2,012  children  were 
on  the  Registers  of  eleven  school  Dope rtmerfgs . By  July,  the  numbers  of 
children  had  increased  to  2,747,  but  at  the  end  of  the- year  only  2, £35  children 
were  in  attendance  at  five  Senior,  eight  Junior",  eight  Infants  Departments, 
and  the  Open  Air  School. 


2.  CHANGES  OF  STYLE. 

Two  of  our  School  Nurses,  Miss  E.Ward,  end  Miss  I.K.Baillie  resigned 
during  the  year  to  take  up  appointments  with  other  Authorities.  Miss  B. Brewer 
and  Miss  I,  M,  .Rainey  were  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancies.  Miss  M. ?.  Cunnington, 
Senior  Clerk  in  the  School  Medical  Department,  resigned  her  appointment  on 
getting  jaencied , and  Miss  M.J. Stevens  was  appointed  Temporary  Clerk. 

3.  SCHOOL  HYGIENE. 

The  Schools  were  inspected  gi?  various  times.  Amy  defects  found  were 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Education  Officer  who  arranged  for  them  tc  be 
quickly  remedied- 

4.  MEDIC/ L INSPECTION. 

One  thousand  one  hundred  and  sixteen  Children  were  inspected  in  the 
three  routine  age  groups.  Our  thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty  children  were 
submitted  for  special  examination,  and  335  children,  who  at  previous 
inspections  were  found  to  have  defeats,  were  re-inspected. 

5.  FINDINGS  -OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

/ Some  273  defects  requiring  treatment  were  found  in  215  (19,27$)  of 
the  1,116  children  inspected  in  the  routine  age  groups.v 

(a)  Nutrition.  The  nutritional  state  was  found  to  be  excellent  in 
174  children  (15', 6$)  ,'  normal  in  757  children  (67,8$),  and  slightly  sub-normal 
in  185  children  (16.6$). 


(b)  Uncle anliness . In  the  course  of  9,452  examicr  tions  of  children 
by  School  Nurses,  nits  were  found  in  the  heads  of  161  children  and  vermin  in 
25  cases. 


(c)  Visual  defects  and  External  Eye  Diseases.  Ophthalmic  Clinics 
were  held  on  14  occasions  at  the  Princess  Alice  Hospital,  at  which  46  new 
cases  were  examined  and  69  cases  were  re-examined.  One  hundred  and  fifteen 
children  made  152  attendances. 

( d)  Nose  end  Throat  Defects.  Under  the  .Authority! s Scheme  36 
children  received  operative  treatment  at  the  princess  i lied  Hospital  and  34 
at  the  Leaf  Hospital. 

(e)  Ear  Diseases.  Of  the  children  inspected  in  the  routine  age 
groups,  2 were  found  to  be  suffering  from  some  defect  of  hearing,  and  13  from 
other  disead.es  of  the  ear. 


(f)  Orthopaedic  Defects.  The  Orthopaedic  Consultant  from  the  Royal 
National  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Stamm! re , resumed  his  visits  to  Eastbourne  in 
May  and  came  at  intervals  of  two  months  thereafter.  Eorty  four  children  of 
school  age  were  referred  to  him,  in  addition  to  4 children  who  had  attended 
his  Clinic  at  Brighton  early  in  the  year. 

(g)  Heart  hlsease  and.  Rheumatism.  Of  the  thirty  two  children  found 
to  have  some  slight  cardiac  abnormality,  only  one  was  sufficiently  serious  to 
require. treatment.

8.  TUBERCULOSIS. 


One  new  notification  of  puLoonary,  and  4 of  non- pulmonary  tuberculosi 
xvere  received. 

At  the  Childrens  Tuberculosis  Clinic,  3 non-pulmonary  cases  made  38 
attendances,  9 child  "contacts”  made  9 attendances,  and  1 observation  case

Diphtheria  Immunisation.  Diphtheria  Immunisation  was  completed  at 
the  Authority’s  Clinic  in  respect  of  612  children  of  school  age  in  the  year 
under  review,  as  compared  with  654  in  the  previous  year.  In  order  to  ascertain 
the  number  of  school  children  immunised,  a census  was  taken  in  October  1942 
through  the  schools.  This  disclosed  that  of  2,749  children  of  school  age, 

1,914  had  received  the  full  immunising  doses,  54  had  been  partially  immunised 
and  781  had  not  been  immunised,  but  of  the  latte . amber,  parents  of  480 
children  gave  written  consent  to  immunisation  being  carried  out.  The  parents 
of  children  in  respect  of  wi Mn  consent  forms  had  not  been  received  were 
visited  by  the  School  Nursos.
